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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 10-30 are pending. 

Response to Amendment 

The arguments filed in an amendment filed on December 27, 2004, have 
been received and entered. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on October 26, 2004, was 
filed after the mailing date of the non-final office action on September 22, 2004. The 
submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Election 

This application contains claims 10-20 and 26-30 drawn to an invention 
nonelected with traverse in Paper No. 07012004. A complete reply to the final rejection 
must include cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 
CFR 1 .144) See MPEP § 821 .01 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 21-25 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Brown et al. for reasons of record. 

Claims are drawn to a food composition comrpising Bifidobacterium strain such 
as Bifidobacterium longum in milk or ice cream, etc. The cfu (colony forming units) are 
in the range of 10 11 or less of the Bifidobacterium organisms. 
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Brown et al teach comrpising Bifidobacterium strain such as Bifidobacterium 
longum in milk or ice cream, etc. The cfu (colony forming units) are in the range of 10 11 
or less of the Bifidobacterium organisms. Note column 3, lines 40-47 and column 4, 
lines 50-60. 

The claims appear to be identical to the disclosed subject matter and are 
therefore considered to be anticipated by the teachings therein. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed December 27, 2004, have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to 
show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which 
applicant relies (i.e., Bifidobacterium adolescentis CNCM 1-2168 having high activity 
against Serotype 1 Rotavirus, Serotype 3 rotavirus SA-1 1 and Serotype 4 rotavirus 
Hochi as well as preventing attachment of rotaviruses on the intestinal cells via 
interruption of the interaction with receptors on intestinal cells) are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Applicants' claimed food composition 
reads on the composition of Brown et al. 

In response to applicant's argument that Brown does not mention infection and 
rotavirus infestation, it should be noted that a recitation of the intended use of the 
claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention 
and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior 
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art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the 
claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the intended use must result in a 
manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 370 F.2d 576, 
152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 312 F.2d 937, 939, 136 USPQ 458, 459 
(CCPA 1963).
